Further to the Interview Summary mailed with the Office Action dated October 5, 
2005, Applicants submit the following statement of the substance of the telephonic 
interview conducted between the Examiner and the undersigned on June 23, 2005 in 
compliance with 37 CFR § 1.133. 

During the interview of June 23, 2005, the undersigned noted that U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0198719 to Gergic et al ("Gergic"), cited by the 
Examiner in the final office action mailed January 18, 2005, is not prior art against the 
claims of the present application under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). In particular, the 
undersigned noted that because the alleged teachings of Gergic relied upon by the 
Examiner in rejecting claims 3-9, 11, 13-21, 23 and 25-28 find no support in U.S. 
Provisional Patent Application No. 60/251,085, to which Gergic claims priority, the 
appropriate prior art date for Gergic under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) is December 4, 2001, not 
December 4, 2000. Thus, Gergic is not prior art against the claims of the present 
application, which was filed on December 8, 2000. Upon review of U.S. Provisional 
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Patent Application No. 60/251,085, the Examiner agreed with the undersigned and the 
final rejection was withdrawn.
